THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

The defeat of Mr. Elliott in tbo city, if 
it may be taken as the keynote for tho ro- 
suit of tho elections in other parts of the 
Province, ia we very much fear a mistijko 
that the electors will hefore long r no. On 
former occasions wo have pointed out that 

' a change of adminiatration at this particu- 
Lr jnnotare yfOxxU\ prove lujiinoug and 
%e are still of opinion that tho dofoat of 
the first minister of a progjo^aivo Govern- 
ment will shake the contidenca^ that has 
recently been reposed in the country. Wo 
do not speak with any feeling of antagon- 
ism to those gentlemen who in the c ty 
and districts have proved more succossfal 
than the avowed supporteiB o£ Mr.Elliott, 
ihut we cannot help tbinking that a 
change, apart from the question of person- 
nel of the cabinet. wUl reburd tbo prosperity 
and progress of the Province. Wo are o 
opinion that any political revulsion just 
at the time when tho country needs reposo 
and attention to devolopmeut, ciinnot fail 
to be detrimental and we do not sec that 
the revulsion was demanded m the inter- 
ests of the public. AVo are at a loss to 
conceive that Mr. Elliott as leader of the 
Government of tho pastthreo sessions has 
been guilty of one solitary aotiou that Las 
not been for tho wolfaro of tbo country 
and on tho contrary wo bcliovo that tb( 
policy delineated by Mr. Elliott has been 
in the true interests of the people. Under 
the circumstances we can therefore only 
oxpress a hope that it may bo fol o^yod in 
the future. It cannot be domed that the 
policy of the defeated Premier has been 
instrumental in bringing the Province 
prominently before tho world as a niinor- 
al country; nor can it bo gainimid that tho 
policy has caused a great increaso of r 
desirable class of settlors and of tbo pcpu 
lation generally. Local industries too ar( 
evidence of tho wisdom of that policy anc 
in order that they may bo ohorished and 
onoouragod it is to bo hoped that no dis 
astrous or reckless policy will bo mduJg 
od in. Wo trust that Mr. Elhott s sue 
cesser may bo wise in his gonerntiou and 
follow^' the footsteps of a minister who 
•' was deserving of bettor treatment at tue 
hands of the electors. We aro aware that 
any government imposing taxation on a 
young country has for the nonco much to 
contend against. Direct taxation always 
militates for tho time being against tho 
minister who finds it to be his imperative 
duty to introduce the system. This is 

''fdoabfleBS one of the reasons why Mr. El- 
liott'inffered defeat; but wo venture to 
predict that any future Government, for 
some years to como at least, will find it 
absolutely necessary to resort to amoder- 
ate and equitable system of taxation as a 
means for tho development and good 
Government of the Province. No conn 
try is free from taxation and no people to 
day individually contribute less under 
that head to tbo general local ro^ enuo than 
British Columbians. That is admitted on 
all sides. Of course there is yet a hare 
possibility that tbo Mainland will return 
a sufficient number of candidates pledged 
to the progressive policy inaugurated by 
Mr. Elliott to insure its continuance; but 
Bhould the keynote sounded in tho city 
and elsewhere find its refrain in other por- 
tions of the country theu wo can but re- 
iterate our hope that candidates who have 
declared thomaelves favorable t6 tho op- 
position will sink their political proclivi- 
ties and unite in an effort for the genftal 
good. Mr. Elliott was a most valuable 
member of the House, no matter whether 
in power or out of it, and we can well 
quote his utterances at tho hustings after 
his defeat to assure the electors tbat ho 
had the welfare of tho Province at heart. 
The words ho spoke then were sincere; 
they were not doubted oven by his bit- 
terest opponent and they elicited obeors 
from all sides. Mr. Elliott said:— "If, 
however, he had been elected and had 
found himself in a minority in the House, 
he would of couruQ have resigned and 
when a political antagonist had formed a 
new Ministry ho could assure tho electors 
he would, although in the Opposition, 
have worked for the true interests of the 
City and Province at large as ho had done 
when in power." Tho sentiment expressed 
in these few words wo hope to And re- 
eohoed by tho members who will com- 
pose the new Honae and wo sincerely 
trust that whoever occupies tho treasury 
benches tho Province at this critical junc- 
ture may bo released from tho trammels 
of political strife and bitterness and con- 
tinue the march of prosperity led for the 
last two years by Mr. Elliott. 



Canada Alarmed. 



' Ottawa, May 14. — Inportant dispatches 
are ; said to have been received by the 
Government to-day from their agents 
along the frontier, with respect to Fenian 
movements, and someoscitemeut is mani- 
fested in the city in const quenco of orders 
issued by, tho Military Department, and 
; preparations are being made from one end 
of kthe Dominion to the other for coast 
and frontier defense. The intention of 
the Government is to bo fully prepared for 
all emergencies. Four gunboats, armed 
with t\¥enty-four nino-pouud guns, man- 
nod with twenty-four gunners, have been 
ordered to the river Kt, Clair and Lakes 
Erie and Ontario. All the militia on tho 
frontier. is being supplied with arms and 
ball cartridges, and the interior militia 
have been oi:dered to hold themselves in 
readiness to leave for the front at a mo- 
ment's notice. A battalion of infantry at 
Kingston is to be converted into an ar- 
tillery guard. From Kingston a battery 
will bo sent to Toronto to in'otoct 
the military stores. Four nine-pound- 
ers have been ordered to Prescott; a bat- 
tery of artillery is being formed at that 
point. A new rifle corps will be organ- 
ized at Ottawa Barracks, and tho battorioj 
at St. John, Now Brunswick, have been 
supplied with 42-poundors. Partridge 
Island battery is repaired and heavily 
armed, and Fort Dufferin, New Bruns- 
wick, is supplied with 64-pounder rifled 
guns and 22-ponnders. In Nova Scotia 
and other places similar preparations have 
been made.

Pacific Eailway. 

On the Pacific Eailway item, 

Mr. Thompson (Cariboo) proceeded to 
discuss tho general policy of the Govern- 
ment in regard to the veto, strongly ob- 
jecting to their proposal to commence 
work at Yale, and contended that' opera- 
tions should begin at the terminus. 

Mr. Bunstor spoke at some length on 
the delay in constructing tho road in Bri- 
tish Columbia. He averred that the Car- 
narvon terms had not been carried out in 
good faith by Canada, and that British 
Columbia was worth moro to the Domin- 
ion many times than tbo cost of the 
Hallway. He was inclined to suspect that 
the Government were doing all they could 
to retard the construction of tho railway, 
fearing that if built it would, carry away 
the people from : the i other Provinpes to 
British Columbia, which was more favor- 
ed in soil and climate. Tbo Esquimalt 
and Nanaimo Bill should bo submitted to 
the Senate again, as tho Government were 
now stronger in tbat body than when they 
bad rejected the measure. ' 

Mr. DfcCosmos characterized tho recent 
speech of the First Minister, to a*MaohiB-, 
villian attempt to dooeivd the' people of 
British Columbia and at tho same time to 
keep thorn within the Confederation. Ho 
was astonished that the Canadians would 
support any Government that did not 
make a bold effort to construct tho rail- 
way across the continent. Ho contended 
that the Bute Inlet route possessed more 
advantages than tho Burrard Inlet route, 
which it appeared the Government in- 
tended to adopt. Ho believed Mr. Mar- 
cus Smith know moro of tho western sec- 
tion of tho Dominion than any other 
engineer in the employ of the Govern- 
ment, and ho urged that tho reports of 
that officer should bo acted upon. If tho 
Ministry had been in earnest, tbey could 
have commenced tho Columbian branch 
of tho railway in 1873. In behalf of the 
people whom ho represented he put in 
bis protest against tho policy of the Gov- 
ernment, and declared tbat they wanted 
tho railway in British Columbia built this 
yoar. 

Hr, Dowdney discussed briefly the 
characteristics of the three routes to tho 
coast in British Columbia, and urged that 
tho Burrard Inlet route, which the Gov 
ornmont seemed to favor, was the best for 
oommorcial purposes, 

Mr. Smith (Selkirk)' favored the sonth- 
orn route through Manitoba jjersonally, 
but could see in adopting the courao they 
had done tho Government bad to consider 
tbo general interests of tho Dominion. Ho 
had received a number of lutters from his 
constituents approving of tho Culonizatiou 
Bill by tho Minister of the Interior, and 
he regretted that that measure was not to 
be proceeded with this session. 
. Mr. Bunster strongly opposed the Bur- 
rard Inlet route on commercial grounds 
He considered that tho opinion of Mr. 
Marcus Smith on this matter wns far sup- 
erior to that of the Chief Engineer. 

Mr. Molnnes spoke strongly in favor of 
the Eraser Valley route as the ono which 
would best serve tho present and future 
interests of British Columbia. Burrard 
Inlet was undoubtedly the best harbour 
in that Province for all the purposes of a 
terminus, and to select another would bo 
to ignore tho interests of tbo Provinces of 
the Dominiou. He read from Marcus 
Smith's report as to tho agricultural capa- 
bility of the New Westminster district, 
saying that that gentleman's opinions 
wore not in accord with the facts. Ho 
urged tho necessity of soon putting the 
road under contract as a means of stimu- 
lating tho industries of British Columbia 
and giving confidence to capitalists to in- 
vest their money. 

The item then passed. , 

On tho item Drill Sheds and Bifid 
Eanges, §2,771. 

Mr. Bunster urged that a shod should 
be erected at Nunaimo for the uso of tho 
volunteers there. He complained that tho 
Pallisier gun|3ent to Esquimalt was to bo 
placed at Quebec. 

Mr. Jones said the gun was not cast 
yot, but when it arrived the Government 
would,decide as to its destination,

HORRIBLE DOUBLE MUEDER IN 
OREGON. 

A Man and Wife Returning from a Party 
Shot Down on the Public 
Thorouehfare. 



Prom the Union Oregon Sentinel of the 
18th the following particulars of the 
double tragedy recently enacted there are 
obtained: 

About 1 o'clock on the morning of the 
15th inst. there was perpetrated in front 
of Chancey's hotel in our town ono of the 
most cowardly attemx)ts to commit a 
double mnrdor that over darkened the 
criminal records of the Pacitio coast. Tho 
facts as near as wo can gather them aro 
about as follows: John P. Sullivan and 
wife wore returning home from a purty 
given at the Centennial Hotel in company 
with Mrs. Sullivan's mother. In front of 
Chancey's Hotel they passed A. T. Wed 
dlo, who, without giving thom any warning, 
drew a revolver and placing it against 
Mrs. Sullivan, fired, inflicting a deep 
wound on the right side of tho spine just 
below tho shoulder-blade. At the report 
of the pistol Mrs. Sullivan fell, aud be 
foro Mr. Sullivan could turn fairly 
around he loo was shot, the ball striking 
him on the loft side of the lower abdomen 
and ranging from left to right. Though 
stunned by tho wound, Sullivan with 
characteristic grit turned upon tho would- 
bo murderer and, first striking him first 
with his fist, he gathered up somo stones 
and chased thescoundrol half way across 
tho street before ho fell. They were both 
immediately taken up and carried home, 
Drs. Cromwell and Drake were immedi- 
ately summoned and proceeded to examine 
the wounds, which, unfortunately, were 
of such a nature as to jjrevent the finding 
of tho balls by probing. The wounds aro 
considered very dangerous, and at the 
present writing tbo appearances are that 
both will ba f»tal, Mrs. SulJivou ap- 
pears to suficr the most, the right leg 
being paralyzed. Weddle, after doing 
the shooting, ran around by back streets, 
and wont directly to tho 8herifi"s resi- 
dence and gave himself up, saying, as bo 
gave up the pistol: "Hera, take this, and 
turn the key on mo to night. Do what 
you please with rte; hang mo if you want 
to.'V. In-respbn^'tO;^^^^^^ enquiry 
if ho had used it, he said: "Yes, I have 
used it; you will find ont in tho morning 
what I have done." The only motive for 
the deed appears to havo been malice and 
jealousy. It soems that previous to Mis. 
Sullivan's first marriage Weddle sought 
her hand in marriage, but was re- 
fused. After the death of Dr. Baker ho 
renewed the attentions, but was persist- 
enUy refnsod. At this ho took qmbraj^o 



and swore that he "would send ker to the 
boneyard," and sinoe her second marriage 
ho has repeated tho threats a dozen times 
to Mr. Bud Chapman and others. His 
threats were so often and of such a dan- 
gerous character that he was arrested a 
few months since aud examined as to his 
sanity, but was discharged. To show the 
more plainly his intent in tha matter, a 
short time previous to tho shooting he 
wont to tho office of tho Centennial Hofel 
and asked Bud Chapman if Mr. and Mrs. 
Sullivan Wore at tho party. Being in- 
formed that tbey woro, ba said he guessed 
he would go up awhile; not having a tick- 
et he was refused admission and came 
back, replying to Mr. Chapman's banter 
that bo did not dance long, "Thoro'a too 
many there for my dance. 

Mr. and Mrs. ^allivan . aro both well 
known in our^ooaafcy.^MrASuUi-van being 
the proprietor of an extonsiTe saddlery 
aud harness cstablishmoill here. Mrs. 
Sullivan was formerly the wife of the late 
lomonted Dr. Rl. Baker of this place, by 
whom sho was tho mother of throe beau- 
tiful chiUlreu, two boys and a girl, aged 
respectively about 7, 5, and 3 yaars. , 

Weddle, the fiend who perpetratM'itliiB 
dastardly crimo, is an in Bignifioant* look- 
ing, dried up, weaaen faced, hump back- 
ed, erratic, crack-brained individual, 
aged probably 45 years, who has lived in 
Union for ten or twelve years, most of the 
time having been employed aa oook at the 
Union Hotel. -Lately he has been attend- 
ing to Wells,;Fargo' &'vCo;|a express dur- 
ing Mr. Hannah's absence, and' olso as- 
sistiugMr. Eaton in ant] nbont his store. 
Persons who neein to know bim liest and 
who' have plaofd the gis- t'st rontidonoe 
in him, are louiit-st in sotliug up tho plea 
of insanity, wiiicb will no dmibt be urged 
in defense of tbo horrible crime of which 
there is no question of • his:;'gailt, but 
whether that well worn plea will' saye" his 
neck is yot a qnostion of timo. 

Since writing the above, Mr. Sullivan 
died about 11.30 o'clock, and a coronor's 
jury is now iiivestigatinK tho case withE. 
S. McComas presiding aa justice of the 
peace. Mrs. Sullivan is very low, with 
no hopes of her recovery. The probabil 
ities now are that they will botii be bur- 
ied in tho same grave. Tha tmproved 
Order of lied Men have charge of the 
corpse of Mr. Sullivan.

The little City of Victoria, capital and 
metropolis of British Columbia, is look- 
ing exceedingly well. There ore, to be 
sure, a large number of old and very dila- 
pidated buildings along the water front 
and in the more objectionable quarters of 
the town, but they are overlooked by the 
consideration of a nnmber of facts usual- 
ly made known to visitors. Not heeding 
tbom further but looking upon tho 
brighter prospects elsewhere, we may 
truthfully say that tho city presents a 
sRone of rare attraction and lovelicoas. 
The lay of the land is conducive to health- 
fulnoss, comfort and beauty, while the 
improvements made are in most cases of a 
substantial character indeed. The roads 
are of Macadam and the drives grand. For 
its latitude there is probably no place 
under tho sun with finer gardens. Tho 
views of city, park, bay, sea and moun- 
tains, as obtained in many places, are un- 
surpassed, while the breezes fresh and 
pure from tho ocean are freighted with 
health and delight to the satisfied resi- 
dents. Many elegant residences have 
been erected in timea past, and quite a 
number are in course of construction, 
Tlie most noticeable thing in contemplat- 
ed improvomonts is tbo erection of a nnm- 
ber of public buildinga, aa the City Hall 
and MaaonioHall now under way, and tho 
Odd Fellows' and Foresters' Hall soon to 
bo started. ■ All four of these buildings 
will be on Douglas street within two hun- 
dred yards of each other, and that tboy 
thoy will bo tho making of that part of 
the town is the common idea.

The Bov. E, Curtis, pastor of the Bap- 
tist Church of Greenville, Michigan, 
writes as follows:
